W hat the steam railroads have 


been

Marshall press has spoken on the 
subject; Versailles would welcome 
one of these electric roads; 
other 
communities will join in the move­ 
ment, and in ten years the popula­ 
tion 
and wealth 
of Central Mis­ 
souri can be doubled. 
Certainly 
this is worth all the expenditure of 
time and money necessary to secure 
the roads.’ 
“ It is this spirit of enterprise, as 
shown in the advocacy of the rap­ 
idly spreading movement for elec­ 
tric railways in the rural district 
that will keep Sedalia at the head 
of wealthy inland cities.” 
N ow , in the opinion of the D e m ­

ment to convince Sedalia people 


that this subject is well worth their 


serious consideration.

Perkins, a young minister 
of the Holiness church, committed 
suicide Sunday morning by hang­ 
ing himself with a rope in the barn 
near 
his home at the village of 
College Mound, in Macon county.

Northbound 
Missouri, 
Kansas 
and Texas passenger train No. 4, 
dfue in Sedalia at 7 :i5 o’ 
clock last 
night, was ditched and the engi­ 
neer killed and fireman dangerously 
injured at South McAlester, I. T ., 
Sunday morning. 
The train was reported fifteen 
minutes late and the crew running 
the night switch engine were or­ 
dered to proceed to the southern 
limits of the yards and get a car of 
merchandise that was on a siding. 


Thinking that they had time to 
perform the work, the switching 
crew proceeded to the switch, se­ 
cured the car and were starting out 
again on the main line when they 
heard the approaching passenger 
train whistle. 
There is 
quite 
a 
steep grade 
which 
prevented 
either 
engine 
crew seeing the other in time to 


avoid a wreck. 
When the switch 
engine force heard the whistle they 
attempted 
to 
run 
back 
on 
the 
switch from which they had just 


pulled out, but they were too late 
and a collision occurred. 
The two engines 
struck 
with 
such force as to be distinctly heard 
all over the city. 
The engineer and fireman on the 


switch engine jumped in time to 


escape. 
The passenger engine left 
the track and ran on the ties for 
about one hundred feet and sud­ 
denly turned down the embank­ 
ment. 
The mail car following the en­ 


gine crashed into the locomotive, 
severing the tender from the en­ 
gine, throwing the engine down 
on the side of the steep embank­ 
ment and the tender on the other 
side. 
The mail car followed the tender, 
but was not overturned. 
Engineer 
W . R . Lanam, of Denison, Tex., 
one of the oldest men in the M., 
K. & T . service, was 
thrown 
at 
least seventy-five feet and alighted 
on top of the overturned tender. 
He died within a few seconds.

HOTEL BARH GATES. 


Claridge’g, in London, Wou ldn’t Ad­ 
mit the Millionaire. 


Claridge’s hotel, the home of 
Eu ropean and Oriental roy alty , of 
British aristocracy and American 
millionaires, has barred the doors 
of its establishment in Brook street, 
London, against John W . Gates. 
In the su mmer of 1900, when 
“ plu nging” on the English race 
cou rses. Gate’s habits were of su ch 
a character as to indu ce the man­ 
agement of Claridge’s to enter him 
on its permanent list of u ndesir­ 
ables. 
Upon his arriv al in London last 
week Mr. Gates fou nd that he 
cou ld not engage his former ex ten­ 
siv e su ite of apartments at Clar­ 
idge’s and was compelled to tak e 
rooms at the more hospitable and 
less particu lar Carlton hou se in 
Pall Mall. 
The manager of Clar­ 
idge’s said : 
“ A few w-eek s ago some one 
showed u s an editorial in a Chi­ 
cago newspaper describing Mr. 
Gates as the most v u l gar of Ameri­ 
can millionaires. 
The writer mu st 
hav e ov erheard the remark in ou r 
hotel, for that was the name he 
earned for himself here. 
After a 
few months’ ex perience of 
his 
sty le of liv ing we were compelled 
to intimate to him that profane 
langu age and reck less ex pectora­ 
tion in an English hotel freq u ented 
by well bred people was intoler­ 
able, ev en in a man able to write 
check s of eight figu res and lose a 
fortu ne daily in stock s, horses and 
cards. 
Gate’s presence was really 
more objectionable to his cou ntry ­ 
men than to any one else. 
Sev eral 
Americans declared their u nwill­ 
ingness to stay u nder the same roof 
with him, and we freq u ently told 
ou r Eu ropean patrons not to ju dge 
American men of wealth by Gate’s 
standard, as they were disposed to 
do. 
Gate’s whole fortu ne cou ld 
not procu re him a night’s lodging 
at this hotel.” 
Claridge’s is the most ex clu siv e 
hou se in the world. 
No persons 
are admitted not personally k nown 
to the management or recommend­ 
ed by former gu ests. 
Its prices 
are prohibitiv e. 
Its register nev er 
lack s the names of princes, du k es, 
rajahs and representativ es of the 
richest American families. 
The 
British gov ernment entertained the 
crown prince of Japan at Claridge’s 
du ring the coronation. 
The roy al 
su ite cost $331 a day . 
Mr. Gates will leav e London to­ 
day to join Mr. Schwab at Aix -les- 
Bains.

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WAGES ADVANCED. 


More Money for Five Hundred 
Railway Employes. 


Bright’s 
Disease 


NO THREAT TO STRIKE. 


Mlssontl FaciDc, Eoek Island and 
Santa Fe Followed the 
Union Pacific. 


Is Positively Curable. 


Five hundred or more truckers, 
loaders, check clerks and office men 
in the freight departments of the 
different Kansas C ity roads have 
been granted substantial increases 
in salary within 
tlie 
past month, 
says Sunday’s Kansas C ity Jour­ 
nal. 
Some of the roads have made 
the advance voluntarily, while the 
employes of other roads have pe­ 
titioned for 
an increase. 
In no 
instance, however, has there been 
any threat of a strike, it is said. 
W hile the men in the different 
freight houses did not unite in a 
concerted demand for more wages, 
there has been a spirit of uneasiness 
manifest among them ever since 
the strike of the Chicago freight 
handlers, 
and the movement for 
higher wages is directly traceable 
to this strike. 
Probably the reason no united 
action was taken was because there 
was no union among the employes 
in the Kansas C ity freight houses. 
Since the settlement of 
the C hi­ 
cago strike, however, such a union 
has been formed and is growing 
steadily. 
The men are loth to talk 
about 
their 
union, preferring to 
keep the matter as quiet as possi­ 
ble until all the freight houses are 
thoroughly organized. It is known 
that the new union is strongest in 
the Santa Fe freight house, and 
also has a good many members in 
the R ock Island freight house. 
The Union Pacific took the lead 
in 
increasing 
wages, voluntarily 
raising the truckers from $1.40 to 
$1.55 a day. 
W hen this became 
known among the men of the R ock 
Island, Missouri Pacific and Santa 
Fe freight houses, they began to 
talk among themselves, and the re­ 
sult was that petitions were pre­ 
pared asking for a sunilar increase, 
T hese communications did not take 
the form of “ round robins,” but 
were straight out-and-out petitions, 
signed by practically every man in 
the freight houses. 
The Missouri 
Pacific freight handlers in their pe­ 
tition simply said that, ow ing to 
high price of meat and other 
tood 
products 
and 
the 
high 
rents, 
they 
respectfully 
asked 
for 
an 
increase 
in 
wages. 
T hey requested that the Chicago 
scale be put into effect. 
The of­ 
ficials of the road took the matter 
under consideration and gave its 
truckers $1.55 a day 
instead of 
$1.40 a day and its loaders $1.70 
instead of $1.55. 
The check clerks 
were advanced from $2.50 to $5 a 
month each. 
The office clerks next 
presented a petition, and they were 
yesterday informed that their re­ 
quest for more money had; been 
granted, 
and 
that 
the increase

Alkire, of Boone county, last sum­ 
mer. 
O nly a w ing was broken, 
and the bird and its nest of nine­ 
teen eggs were taken home. 
T he 
bird recovered, and fourteen little 
ones were hatched from the eggs. 
Last summer Snodgrass went to 
visit his father-in-law, and while 
sitting under a hickory 
tree 
he 
picked up a feather and looked 
through it at a tree. 
He immedi­ 
ately discovered the X-ray proper­ 
ties of it. 
Then he gathered up all 
the feathers of the bird he could 
find, and he declares he now has 
more orders at a dollar a feather 
than he can fill. 
The bird is a 
species of the wild crane, he says.
